We won't 
go another inch on the building pro- 
gram until council reconsiders its ac- 
tion.”

Resolutions Defeated. 


In addition to cutting the fees for 
architectural service, council defeated 
a resolution to turn over to the board 
of education by appropriation the 
school department’s allotment of bond 
money ; and referred back to the boatd 
a resolution asking adoption of a pri- 
ority list of new school buildings and 
annexes recommended, and passed res- 
olutions instructing the board to in- 


_ elude for immediate construction work 


which the board had not included in 
its priority list. 

One of these was a resolution by 
Alderman I. N. Ragsdale, calling for 
a new building to replace the present 
wooden structure at the Stewart Ave- 
nue school. Another was by Alder-

WANTS U. S. BANK 
UF FARM CREDITS 


Bill in Senate Would 
Form Federal Body to 
Extend Long-Time Cred- 
its to Farmers. 


Washington, April 3.—Creation of a 
federal institution similar to the fed- 
eral reserve bank system to provide 
long-term credits for farmers was pro- 
posed in a bill introduced today by 
Senator Simmons, democrat, North 
Carolina, former chairman of the sen- 
ate finance committee. which was later 
referred to that committee. The bill 
would set up an agricultural banking 
system with regiona! districts and 
other attributes of the federal banking 
system. 

Establishment of a “national agri- 
cultural credits corporation,” to ab- 
sorb the War Finance corporation, 
with $500,000,000 capital for a revolv- 
ing fund, all to be subscribed by the 
government, was proposed under the 
bill. Loans would run from one to 
three years. The ,overning body 
would be a board of five members, 
headed, by the secretary of agricul- 
ture, appointed by the president and 
confirmed by the senate. 

Senators Simmons told the senate 
his bill would give farming interests 
the same credit facilities that com- 
mercial interests rece:ve from the fed- 
eral reserve system. Mr. Simmons 
said his plan was a “sound, workable 
and well-balanced system of financing 
the agricultural operazions of the coun- 
try.” It would provide for farmers 

“banking and credit facilities compar- 
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able if not equal to the federal re- 
serve system,” he said,

Helena, <Ark., April 3.—Reports 
from levee engineers in charge of re- 
pair work at Old Town, seventeen 
miles below this city, where addition 
sloughing of the front levee along a 
strip of 75 feet long above the former 
cave in, during last night caused re- 
newed apprehension today, say that 
the condition there is improved. There 
had been no further caving, it was 
reported, and the strengthening of the 
sub-levees and barricade back of the 
front embankment had gone forward 
without interruption. 


More than 500 men are on the 
ground and reinforcement work on the 
levee will continue through the night, 
a large number of workers who were 
sent home last night saving been re- 
called today when trouble again de- 
veloped. 

The danger now, levee engineers 
here say, is that the nine-mile current 
sweeping into the shore at Old Town 
from the Mississippi side will under- 
mine the foundations of the sub-levees, 
allowing them to subside into the 
river as the water recedes after the 
crest of the flood has passed. To 
avoid this danger, embankments are 
being erected. on level ground back of 
the barricade of timber and sand bags 
which is exp&ctad to be the last fine 
of defense in the event of further 
saving, and which the engineers in 
charge of the work say is now strong 
enough to hold back the floodwater 
if the sub-levees back of the front 
should cave into the river. 

New Channel Reported. 

Reports tonight which could not be 
confirmed, were that the river is cut- 
ting a new channel outside the front 
levee at Old Town and that the swift 
current had already cut a channel 
twenty feet deep outside the point 
where the worst caving had taken 
place. 

The new slough, which took place 
upstream from the point where trouble 
occurred last week. It does not ex- 
tend beyond the triple line of barriers 
which today were lengthened and 
strengthened. Water is now slowly 
trickling through the first barrier of 
sandbags erected on the banquette of 
the levee, but this is causing no un- 
easiness, as it is stopped by the second 
barrier. 

The third barrier is constructed of 
two-inch oak planks, buttressed on 
both sides by tiers of sand begs, and 
is designed, the engineers say, to 
stand almost any pressnre of water 
which may be thrown “<a%ist it if 
there is no undermining of its foun- 
dations. This barricade is now three 
feet above the level of the river and 
will be raised higher tomorrow. The 
crest? of the Seed is expected here 
tomorrow, but™only a slight further 
rise is looked for. The rise here to-

DECISION REACHED 
BY UNANIMOUS VOTE 


Atfanta Hearing, Con- 
ducted by Interstate 
Commerce Commission, 
to Last Five Weeks. 


Plans were formed in Atlanta Mon- 
day by representatives of ten railroad 
commissions in ten southeastern 
states to provide representation at the 
general investigation into class rates 
which is to be held in Atlanta May 
22 by the interstate commerce com- 
mission with a view to eliminate dis- 
criminations, according to an ,an- 
nouncement made by James A. Beery, 
member of the Georgia railroad com- 
mission, who presided at a meeting of 
representatives of the commissions 
held at the Piedmont hotel. 

The meeting was called to determine 
the question of whether or not the 
ten commissions would provide repre- 
sentation at the interstate. commerce 
commission’s hearing. It was decided, 
by unanimous vote, to provide such 
representation, and on the invitation 
of the interstate~ commerce setaielte! 
sion a committee of five representa- 
tives of the southeastern com- 
missions will sit with the in- 
terstate body at the hearing. Mr. 
Perry was setected as one of the five 
to sit with the interstate commerce 
commission and he will name the 
other four members of the committee 
soon. 

Will Submit Evidence, 

At the hearing in Atlanta the rail- 
roads of the southeastern states will 
submit their evidence covering the 
revision of rates. “he. Atlanta hear- 
ing will last for four or five weeks 
and will be held in the United States 
court room in the federal building. 
Members of the I. C..C. will come to 
Atlanta to conduct the hearing. The 
evidence of shippers will be submitted 
to the commission at sessions to be 
held at Asheville, N. C., Chicago and 
New York, 

The ten state commissions of the 
southeastern states will send. repre- 
sentatives to attend the hearing in 
addition to the five members of the 
committee who will sit with the com- 
mission. Mr. Perry, who will select 
the committee, will be the first Geor- 
gia commissioner to sit with the in- 
terstate commerce commission at a 
hearing.

Choate “Composite” Plan, 
Watkins’ Proposal, and 
Present System, Amend- 
ed, to Go to Voters. 


CHANGES SUGGESTED 
IN PRESENT CHARTER 


Plan Receiving Highest 
Vote Will Be Declared 
Winner— Women Will 
Discuss Council Action. 


After two hours of hot debate, the 
“eomposite” charter of Herbert E. 
Choate, the “aldermanic-city manager” 
plan of Councilman Edgar Watkins, 
and the existing Atlanta charter, with 
amendments, were submitted by city 
council Monday afternoon to vote of 
the people at a special election fixed 
for May 16. ) 

The resolution to submit the three 
charters won by the overwhelming 
vote of 30 to 2. Councilman Watkins 
and Alderman Harry Goodhart voted 
against it. 

Defeat Preferential Plan. 

Council also defeated the preferen- 
tial count. plan and the charter re- 
ceiving the highest number of ballote 
at the election will be announced as 
the winner. 

Under the preferential count each 
voter would number the plans accord- 
ing to his choice—as first, second, 
third—and if in the election no char- 
ter received a majority of the votes 
cast, the ballots of the plan receiving 
the fewest votes would be distributed 
proportionately to the other charters. 
and this process of eiimination would 


| continue until one of the charters re- 


ceiyed a. majority. 
Women Voters to Meet. 

Miss Heanor Raoul, président of 
the Atlanta League of Women Voters, 
declared Monday night that she had 
no statement to make at this time 
concerning the action of council in 
denying the preferential vote. She 
stated that the executive board of the 
league will meet at 10 o'clock Tues- 
day and that a statement will be given 
out later concerning the situation.

Amendments to the present charter 


were introduced by Councilman J. R. 
Nutting, Alderman W. C. Davis and 
Councilman J. O. Wood, and provide 
for the abolishment of all boards and 
the vesting of their functions in the 
general council, except the sinking 
fund commission, the school board and 
the Carnegie library bvard, the terms 
of members of the abolished boards te 
expire with the present year. 

New Ward Created. 

The amendments create an addition- 
al ward, making twelve, and increases 
the school board from five members 
to one elected from each ward, in the 
same manner that coucilmen are elect- 
ed. This contemplates more complete 
divorcement of the schoo! department 
from city council. Terms of the in- 
cumbents are to expire with the pres- 
ent year. A prohibition against secret 
sessions is included.

Charter Comes Up First. 

When council met it took up the 
charter question first. Councilman 
Watkins moved that unanimous con- 
sent be given to hear from Uugh M. 
Willet, chairman of the citizens-coun- 
cil charter commission which reported 
the Choate plan to council. Council- 
man Fred Woodall objected, but over 
his objection council resolved iteelf 
into a committe of the whole and 
invited Mr. Willet to speak. 

Mr. Willet reviewed the work of the 
committee and strongly urged . that 
the Choate plan be submitted to the 
people as opposed to the present char- 
ter alone. 

“This would make a clean-cut 1s- 
sue,” he said, “and would avoid the 
complications and confusion which 
would arise from the submission of 
several charters at the same time. The 
latter proceeding, while plausible 1n 
appearance, is unsatisfactory in prac- 
“tice, would gravely «ndanger the very 
purpose which council had in mind 
in the appointment of the committee, 
and would almost surely defeat the ef- 
forts put forth by your committee and 
other advocates of charter reform.” 

Sign Minority Report. 

Alderman Goodhari was the only 
council member of the charter commis- 
sion to defend the Choate plan. Coun- 
cilman Nutting, Councilman Murpby, 
Alderman Ragsdale, Councilman Wood 
and Alderman Chosewood, the remain- 
ing members, signed a minority report 
in which they agreed with the major- 
ity to report the Choate charter to 
council, but with the understanding 
that by so doing they in no sense in- 
dorsed it.

This charter we're living 
under is good, but I’m in favor of 
submitting all the charters and letting 
the voters pick out what they want.”

“Even if the operators of Illinois, 
for instance,” he added, “are willing 
to sign up a new scale for themselves, 
without regard to their competitors, 
the United Mine Workers are unwill- 
ing to have its members in Ohio, west- 
ern Pennsylvania, Indiana and West 
Virginia, dragged into the suffering 
of a long strike, while the Illinois 
mine owners take the markets.”

anybody else could get ‘‘a representa- 
tive number of operators from all the 
central fields into a conference, those 
controlling a substantial tonnage, I 
mean, I shall advise the United Mine 
Workers—and I think they will take 
my advice—to negotiate with them 
for a new contract.” 

Short of this step, he added, miners 
and operators conferring by district 
would be “just talking—doing no 
good.’ In speaking of the general 
conditions of the industry, Mr. Lew- 
is referred for the most part to bi- 
tuminous matters in view of the wider 
scope and importance of that indus- 
try. Although the United Mine 
Workers stood for nationalization of 
coal mines, with adequate assurance 
to property owners involved,” he 
classed “government ownership as 
impossible at this time.”

Washington, April 3.—The inter- 
state commerce commission will move 
towards its announced revision of class 
freight rates in southern territory, it 
was announced today, by holding a 
preliminary hearing at Atlanta on 
May 22 before Commissioner Eastman 
and Examiner H. C. Wilson. 

After conclusion of the Atlanta hear- 
ing the commission representatives 
will assemble witnesses also at Ashe- 
ville, N. C., and New—Orleans, where 
southern interests particularly will be 
heard. 

Still later hearings will take place 
at Chicago and New York for the pur- 
pose of getting the views of shippers 
and transportation companies doing 
business in the south with traffic origi- 
nating in the north and east.

The second was that the reparatiuns 
owed by Germany must be collected, 
but if the allies insist at the present 


time upon payments “beyond the pow- | 


er of a war-exhausted country, it 
would’ precipitate a crisis which by 
no means would be confined to Ger- 
many.” 

Spoke Hour and Half. 


The premier spoke for an hour and 
twenty-five minutes. He appealed for 
national support of his international 
doctrines and the approval of the 
commons not only »f his Genoa pro- 
gram but of the entire foreign and 
domestic policy of his government. 

Karly in his speeeh Lloyd George 
made it plain that if his resolution 
supporting the Genoa plan were de- 
feated, he would consider it a vote of 
lack of confidence in the government. 
_ Of particular significance, later on 
in his address, was the premier’s de- 
scription of the continuance of mili- 
tary menaces in Europe, linked with 
economic demoralhization and the de- 
struction of “international trade ma- 
chinery.” 

_ “It is as if a bomb had beeh thrown 
into it, shattering the whole commerce 
between certain countries,” he de- 


Clared, “reducing it to where it was 


thousands of years ago. Vast areas 
upon. which Europe has hitherto de- 
pended for a large proportion of her 
food supplies and raw materials, have 
been destroyed for all purposes of 
commerce,” 

: Armies Ready to March. 

Instead of co-operating to restore 
it,” he continued, “the nations have 
broken it still further. Great armies 
are read' to march. Nations already 
burdened by taxation have to bear 
additional taxation which the main- 
tepance of these great armies renders 
necessary. 

“The Genoa conference was sum- 
moned to examine the best methods of 
restoring order from this welter.” 

This phase of the premier’s speech 
Was particularly striking in that it 
indicated once more Lloyd - George's 
hope that a movement for the reduc- 
tion of European land armaments is 
still fixed in his mind in spite of 
France’s determination to exclude it 
from the discussions at Genoa, 

Denying that fresh limitations upon 
the scope of the conference had been 
imposed at Boulogne, the premier said 
that whatever limitations existed were 
fair and just. He did not believe that 
the Genoa convention could properly 
consider revision of the existing trea- 
ties, even if revision might be desira- 
ble. Alteration of the treaties, he 
declared, would not. wipe out the rep- 
arations situation, but would merely 
transfer the burden from Germany to 
France. And if Germany does not 
pay France, Great Britain must. 

On Reparations. 

The reparations issue, the premier 
declared, was not responsible for the 
economie disorganization of Europe. 
There was, however, two considera- 
tions which must be borne in mind. 
The first is the danger of pressing 
Germany before she has recuperated. 
The second is that Germany’s ulti- 
mate capacity to pay must not be 
judged by the present, when she is 
struggling to recover her economic 
balance. These consjderations, he 
added, will not be dealt with at Genoa. 

“They will be judged through 


elastic,” he continued. “France will 
not forego the right she has won at so 


much cost, to have an adjudication in| 


accordance with the treaty. I do not 
believe it would be fair to ask hgr to 
forego that right.” 


He would certainly not expect, the | 


premier added, that France would 
submit to the judgment of a confer- 
ence in which not only her former ene- 
mies but some of the neutrals whose 
wartime sympathies were “doubtful” 
were present. 

Russian Problem. 


Lloyd George entered the Russian 
phase of his speech by reviewing the 
terms upon which commercial rela- 
tions were. re-established between 
Great Britain and the soviet govern- 
ment. He indicated that if Russia 
complied with these terms, they would 
be embodied in a formal peace agree- 
ment which, would be submitted to 
the house of commons for ratification. 
There will be no recognition of Rus- 
sia, however, until the commons fully 
approves the step. 

This involves, the premier pointed 
out, a period of probation for the 
Moscow government. In the mean- 
time, the character of diplomatic in- 
tercourse with Russia will depend 
“not merely upon conditions Russia 
is prepared to accept, but upon actual 
proof of her good faith.”’ 

If the agreement is ratified, Lloyd 
George said, a course simffar to that 
with Germany after the signing of 
the peace treaty would be pursued, 
carrying the actual resumption of re- 


lations through several stages. _The 

soviet will first send a charge de‘af- 

faires to act in her interests, but 

without full ceremonial “until we 

receive >the necessary guarantees, not 

merely on paper, but in practice. 
Only Alternative. 

Such an arrangement, he argued, 
would create a new outlook on the 
trade situation. The only alterna- 
tive to dealing with the Moscow gov- 
ernment in this fashion, he added, was 
t® wait for a new Russian gavern- 
ment, 

“I have heard predictions every 
year that .the soviet government 13 
coming to an end,” Lloyd George 
declared. “Is anyone here ready to 
risk his politica§ reputation upon 
the prediction that 1922 or even 1923 
will see the last of it? The world 
cannot afford to wait.” 

If the soviet government should 
disappear, he added, a worse govern- 
ment might succeed—perhaps a mili- 
taristic government which would em- 
breil all Europe. 

In order to enter the community 
of nations once more, Russia “must 
recognize all the conditions impose 
upon and accepted by civilized com- 
munities,” the premier asserted, “‘in- 
cluding recognition of national obli- 
gations, restoration of property, CoM 
pensation for damages, the establish- 
ment of an impartial tribunal, cessa- 
tion of attacks upon the institutions 


of other countries, and an undertak- 
ing to refrain from aggression against 
her neighbors.” He also laid down 


the principle that Russia’s neighbors 
must agree not to attack the soviet. 


Sufficiently Firm. 
Lloyd George’s review of the Rus- 


sian situation, while emphasizing the 
imperativeness of readmitting Russia 
to international intercourse, both for 
the sake of general Huropean eco- 
nomic welfare and to enable Ger- 
many to revive through Russian trade 
and thus be better able to pay the 
reparations bill, is considered suffi- 
ciently firm as well as to dispel the 
criticism of the premier’s opponents 
who charge that he has “rushed head- 
long into recognition.” 

The fact that the premier even ex 
pressed sympathy with the French 


attitude towards the soviet result- 
ing from the knowledge that millions 
of franes of French savings invested 
in Russian securities before the war 
have been lost, is also one of the 
significant phases of Lloyd George's 
address. fae 

Summed up, it was a preliminary 
notice to Moscow of what her repre- 
sentatives may expect at Genoa, giv- 
ing Lenine and Trotzky time to de- 
cide upon what response they will 
make even before they approach the 
conference table. 

Financial Chaos. 


2 Lloyd George delivered an exhaus- 
tive outline, buttressed with trade 
slump throughout the world, and il- 
lustrated the interdependence of all na- 
tions by quoting parallel statistics 
from the finances of various European 
countries. 3 

Describing the confusion in Austria, 
he referred to Vienna “where the 
housewife has to consider whether to 
pay her bill in the forenoon or after- 
noon because of the chaos of exchange 
rates.”’ 

Oen of the first tasks at Genoa, 
he said, would be the restoration of 
exchanges. 

“But above all, it is essential,” he 
continued, “that there should be real 
peace between nations, Until that is

Unique Device Suggested to 
Cut Expenses Closer on 
Amateur Set. |

Among the many beginners in radio 
will. be found a certain percentage of 
small boys and men who are always 
willing to make all of their apparatus. 
Practically every part of a radio set 
has been described with directions for 
making it, but there is still one more 
part that may be built with the 
very lowest expense. ‘This part is 
the vaccum tube socket. A good 
socket may be purchased for a very 
small sum, yet even this small amount 
of $1 for this piece of apparatus is too 
much for some of the younger element. 

This socket may be easily made, but 
care must be taken to see that the 
contacts are right and that they do 
not touch each other. Remember the 
socket may easily cause the burning out 
of the vacuum tube, and care must be 
The first 
thing that will be needed will be an 
old holder from a stick of Colgate’s 
shaving soap. Take a small pair of 
pliers and bend the end of the tube 
where the thread is until the thread is 
straightened out. It will then be 
found that the vacuum tube will just 


This cutting can 
best be done by whittling down a 
piece of soft pine until it fits snugly 
inside the metal tube. When this is 
done it will be very easy tc cut the 
tube, wood and all, with a hack saw. 
If the wood is not fitted inside the 
metal tube there will be danger of 
bending the metal tube all out of 
shape, and it will be very hard to get 
it back again. 
Making the Base. 


The next step after the tube is cut 
is to get a block of hardwood or bake- 
lite that will serve for the base. This 
will have to have a hole cut into it 
that will allow a snug fit for the 
metal tube. ‘This tube should be glued 
into the base so that it will not turn. 
This may be accomplished with the aid 
of a good grade of fish glue. 

For the contacts small pieecs of 
spring brass should be uspe. Never 
use tin, as it has iron in it, and there 
is a certain resistance in iron that 
will not make the socket quite as 
efficient. These small pieces of brass 
should be rather thin and about one- 
fourth inch wide. ‘They will have to 
be drilled at the end so that they may 
be fastened to the base itself. 


Placing the Contacts. {¢ 


Now take the vacuum tube and hold 
it so that the little nib on the side 
faces toward you. When the tube is 
in this position the two bottom con- 
tacts or the ones that are the furthest 
away from you are the two filament 
contacts. Of the other two contacts, 
the one to the left is the plate, and 
the one on the right is the grid. To 
check yourself up on this, take one 
dry batfery and touch the two bottom 
leads to it and see that the filament 
lights. (Make sure that the contacts 
are right because if they get mixed 
up, the tube is very apt to get burned 
out. When connecting the socket up 
for the first time, oeannect the six-vyolt 
battery first and then try out the 
filament. When you are sure that it 
is right, connect the tube intouthe cir- 
cuit in the usual way. but do not 
connect the B battery until you are ab- 
solutely certain. 

The little metal nit on the side of | 
the base of the vacuum tube is called 
the bayonet and,in order to make the 
tube stay in the socket, it will be nec- 
essary ot eut a smal) slot in the side 
of the metal tube. This slot should! 
be cut with a hack saw for the down 
stroke, and several small koles may 
be drilled for the horizontal streke. 
These holes have to be very close to- 
gether and the rough edge may be 
finished off with a very small. flat file. 
When the slot is finished it should be 
in the form of an L. It will be best 
to again place the wood form inside 
the metal tube for this cutting so that 
the tube will not become bent. 

The base should now be drilled with 
four holes, one at each corner, so that 
the brass contact strips may be fast- 
ened in place. Get four brass strips. 
When you are sure that the filament 
terminals are right, it will be best to 
mark the basein such a way that you

No. 7. 


THE ALTERNATING CURRENT GENERATOR. 


For marine installations, in the 


operation of radio communication 


from ship to shore, the alternating current generator is in general use 


as a source of electrica] energy. 


When installed on a vessel, it is 


usually mechanically rotated, by being ceupled to a motor, and con- 
verts this mechanical energy into electrical energy for use in the oper- 


ation of the radio transmitter. 


The method by which the alternating 


current generator develops electrical energy will be explained in this 


lesson. 
When a coil of wire revolves 


in a magnetic field, of constant 


strength, and the lines of force through the coil increase or decrease 


at a uniform rate, an electrical current is induced in the coil. 


The 


amount of this induced current depends upon the rapidity of rotation, 
of the coil, and the strength of the magnetic field through which it 


cuts. The current in the revolving 


coil flows in one direction, during 


half a revolution through the magnetic field and in the reverse direc- 


tion during the other half revolution. 


In other words, an alternating 


current is developed by the revolution of this closed coil of wire in 


the magnetic field. 


In its simplest form an alternating current gen- 


erator is shewn in diagram 1, where a single coil revolves in the mag- 
netic field established by the magnetic poles (N) and (S). 


Diag ram_l, 


The ends of the coil are con- 
nected to rings, called collector 
rings, and an outside circuit con- 
nected to brushes which bear upon 
the surface of the’rings. Revolu- 
tion of the coil induces a current 
which alternates back and forth 
through the external circuit of lead 
(L). If this arrangement is fur- 
ther developed by revolving many 
coils of wire in a strong magnetic 
field formed by several pairs of 
magnetic poles, we have the alter- 
nating current generator in pres- 
ent use, 


The following diagram 2 shows the essential features of a four-pole 


alternating current generator, 

In this generator a strong mag- 
netic field is produced by the four 
field poles (N), (S), (N), (S), each - 
of which consists of a coil of wire 
wound around an iron core which 
is bolted to the iron frame of the 
generator. MBirect current, from 
an outside source (DC) usually at 
@ pressure of 110 volts, flows 
through these coils of wire wound 
in opposite directions so that ad- 
joining field poles have an alter- 
nately north and south polarity. 
The amount of current passing 
through these coils, from the out- 
side source, is regulated by a 
variable resistance (R) included 
in the circuit. This resistance is 
commonly known as a field rheo- . 
stat. 

The flow of current through the 
field coil is accompanied by mag- 
netic lines of force or magnetic 
flux which fellows the path shown 


Diagvom x. 


by the dotted lines and in a direction indicated by the arrows from a 
field pole of north polarity to an adjacent polé of south polarity. 

In place of the single coil shown in the previous-elementary dia- 
gram we now have a revolving element (A) commonly known as the 
armature, consisting of many coils of wire wound longitudinally on a 
cylindrical core constructed of thin sheets of seft iron fastened firmly 


together. 


Proper connection of these coils causes the pressure gen- 


erated in one coil to be added to that generated in the adjacent coil 
and the induced currents to flow, at any given moment in the same 


general direction. 


The resultant induced current is alternating in 


character and is collected by the brushes in contact with the collector 
rings (C) and (C-1) frem which it flows to the external load (AC). 
The pressure usually generated for the purpose of the radio trans- 


mitter varies from 110 to 500 volts.

IN RADIO RECEIVING 


Each Vacuum Tube Draws 
About One Ampere—Am- 
plifier Draws Heavily. 


The Constitution radio department 
has received quite a few letters ask- 
jng how long a storage batterm wil 
go before recharging. This all de- 
pends on the length of time that the 
actis used. Each vacuum tube draws 
about one ampere, and if a six-volt, 
sixty-ampere-hour battery is used, the 
battery will go sixty hours continu- 
ously before it has to be recharged. 
If a two-step amplifier is used, the 
total consumption of current, includ- 
ing the detector, will come to three 
amperes. This wil! mean that the 
battery will only go about twenty 
hours, before recharging. Of course, 
the higher the ampere-hour rating of 
the battery, the longer the battery 
will last. 

Another form of inquiry requests in- 
formation relaitve to the care of the 
battery. If the battery is left for sev- 
eral months fully charged, the plates 
are very apt to become sulphated and 
ruin the battery. The battery should 
never be allowed to stand fully djs- 
charged, as this will also injure it. 
The best way to do, if the owner in- 
tends to leave the battery for a month 
or so is to take it to some battery 
service station where, for a very small 
sum, the battery wi!l be kept in good 
condition. Never allow the solution 
in the battery to get below-the level of 
the plates, as this is also injurious. A 
bettle of distilled water should be kept 
on‘hand so that the battery may be 
refilled at any time. Never add any 


acid to the battery.

ISA STUDEBAKER YEAR }} 
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tabilized F: reight Rates 
Urged by George D. Dixon 


This country needs stabillized freight 
rates rather than immediate .genera] 
reductions in trade and such stabili- 


zation will go a long way toward re- 
storing prosperity, according to George 
Dallas Dixon, vice »resident of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, in charge of 
traffic, who delivered an address on 
the present railroad conditions at a 
luncheon given in his honor at the 


Capital City club several days ago by 
Judge Alex W. Stephens, of the court 
of appeals. 

Mr. Dixon spoke of the relation of 
the Pennsylvania lines to the south, 
and outlined his views on the rate 
questions and other railroad problems 
now being considered in this’ country. 

Following is his speech: 

“It is gratifying co recall that we

—the Pennsylvania system directly 
serves eight out of the ten largest 
cities of the United States and when 
we consider that these cities, with 
the regions tributary to them, em- 
brace approximately 50 per cent of 
the entire population of the coun- 
try, it may readily be seen how im- 
portant an outlet the lines of our 
railroad sysem make for the agri-

“We have been passing, in this 
country, through a period of very 
trying times. tha 4 section has 
had its own peculiar problems 
which have doubtless seemed to 
those confronted with them worse 
than any others, but on the whole 
there has probably been a fairly 
impartial distribution of post-war 
perplexities throughout the coun- 
try. Certainly no section, whether 
industrial, mining or agricultural, 
has escaped. 

“One of the things I hope to dis- 
cover, before this trip is over, is 
tangible confirmation that the tide 
is turning. All of us—business 
men, farmerss wage earners—want 
to see good times come back, with 
the restoration of a healthy de- 
mand for goods and commodities 
such as will keep both labor and 
capital again happily and profit- 
ably employed. Fortunately signs 
are not wanting that we have pass- 
ed the low mark and are moving 
toward a better situation. In this 
critical time of transition, when it 
would be so easy to bring about a 
relapse, it is doubly necessary for 
everyone to maintain a helpful and 
constructive attitude. | 


“The chief message I want to 
bring to you today is that we can- 
not have national prosperity for 
the country as a whole without 
prosperous railroads. This is due 
to two general reasons. The first 
is that in this land of great dis- 
tances adequate railroad: facilities 
are absolutely essential to the dis- 
tribution and exchange of our al- 
most innumerable products. We 
have producing and consuming cen- 
ters separated from each other by 
the width of a continent, and with 
only the rail lines to make com-

“In ‘ee times their purchases 
of fuel, materials, equipment and 
general supplies are estimated to 
amount to $2,000,000,000 a year, and 
as most of this ultimately goes into 
wages, their purchases in all prob- 
ability furnish the support of an- 
other million workers and their 
families.

provement club, after Mr. Chosewood 
had issued a denial of the original 
charges by Mr. Hartsfield at a meeting 
of the improvement club held last 
week. In his new statement Mr. 
Hartsfield quotes court records to 
prove his charge that Alderman Chose- 
wood owns property near the 


that the alderman has devoted much | 
of his time in council to working for 
his own interest in the matter of get- 
ting improvements for his ward. 
Following is Mr. Hartsfield’s state- 


ment: 

In view of the city maps and indisputable 
records, the statement of Mr. Chosewood 
denying recent purchases of land near the 
stockade, is the most brazen piece of falsity 
ever uttered by him. 

The records show that on January 30, 1922, 
by deed .recorded in book 633, page 186, he 
purchased from Jacob Spielberger two lots 
on the corner of Berne and Marion streets. 
At the same time he purchased from Mrs. 
Amanda VU. Hall as shown in hook 633, page 
187, a piece of property across from the 
Spielberger property Om Berne street. But 
the worst is this: By deed recorded in book 
622, page 167, he purchased on January 9, 
1922, from W. E. Beckham for a considera- 
tion of $2,150 a whole city block bounded 
by Berne, Marion, Mercer and Eloise streets. 
As to his ridiculous statement that most of 
this property is nearer the Atlanta avenue 
tract, 1 invite the public to take a look 
at the city map of Atlanta of 1921, pub- 
lished by C. BE. Kaufman, engineer, wherein 
this property is shown as being just ex- 
actly one block from the stockade line.

Chicago, April 3.—While scores of 
persons helplessly watched, five auto- 
mobile bandits tonight shot and killed 
a patrolman, probably fatally wound- 
ed a bank messenger and escaped with 
a satchel containing $20,000 
the two were carrying.

Taken by Soviet 
To Aid Starving 


Moscow, April 3.—(By- the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The requisitioning of 
church treasures is in ful swing 
throughout Russia, but under the 
tensest circumstances. From ten prov- 
inces there already have been cellect- 
ed 70 pounds of gold and 17,520 
pounds of silver. 

From six churches in the outlying 
districts of Moscow requisitioning par- 
ties on Sunday secured 3,132 pounds of 
silver, a quantity of gold and 24 dia- 
monds. Two synagegues yielded 71 
pounds of silver and two articles of 
gold. In one synagogue the custodians 
were arrested because ten valuable ar- 
ticles that had been listed were miss- 
ing. 

Up to March 13, churches in the 
government of Viatka had vielded 2 1-3 
pounds, or about 4,500 karats, of dia- 
monds, and nearly 10 pounds of pearls 
and other jewels. 

The central committee of the Mos- 
cow province communist party has or- 
dered every communist to surrender all 
gold, silver and jewels, with the ex- 
ception of belshevik decorations, for 
the benefit of the famine stricken peo- 
ple. 

The soviet government has begun, 
in the presence of Bishop Antonin, to 
smelt the gold and silver which has 
been confiscated. The famine com- 
mittee has asked the government to 
advance 1,000,000 goid rubles against 
the valuables already secured, in or- 
der that it may purchase bread abroad. 

There has been some rioting, but 
generally no active’ resistance’ to 
actual seizures has oecurred. The Iz- 
vestia says today that a collision be- 
tween a requisitionin g party and 
church members has taken place at 
Smolensk, and that there were some 
easualties. Another newspaper re- 
ports a conflict between “old women 
and soldiers” at one of the Moscow 
churches Sunday. 

While gold, silver and jewels are 
pouring in from all sides on the .fam- 
ine eommittee. the Pravda and the 
Izvestia in editoriala advocate the 
application of the same __ stringent 
methods which are used on eounter 
revolutionaries to the princes of the 
church and other pnersons who are 
said to be directly opposing the requi- 
sitioning.

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TO STOP SMUGGLING 
NARCOTICS TO U. S. 


Miami, Fla., April 3.—Smuggling of 
narcotics from Cuva to the United 
States will be stopped by the Cuban 
government, agents of the United 
States narcotie division have reported 
here to L. G. Nutt, chief of the nar- 
cotic division of the internal revenue 
bureau, who today telegraphed to 
David Blair. internal revenue commis- 


sioner, in Washington, a summary of 
the report made by the agents. 

The report of conditions in Cuba 
was made by T. E. Middlebrook, head 
of the Atlanta division, who, with W. 
J. Spillard, of the ‘washington office, 
continued their investigations at Ha- 
vana after Nutt left Cuba. 

Middlebrook reported that most of 
the narcotics smuggled in from Cuba 
are imported from Spain and Eng- 
land, and are transferred to small 
boats outside Havana harbor and 
transported to Key West. He also re- 
ported that small hoats with small 
compartments are being built in Cuba 
for this trade, and that nareotics are 
smuggied from Havana to Key West 
by women who conceal the drugs in 
their clothing. 


‘Electricity Trust” 
Blamed for Batile 
Against Henry Ford 


Attempts are being made by the 
“electricity trust” to prevent the Ford 
developanent proposal from being ac- 
cepted, according to Edgar Howard, 
editor of The Columbus (Neb.) Daily 
Telegraph, former lieutenant governor 
of his state, who was a visitor in At- 
lanta Monday. 

At a luncheon meeting in his honor, 
composed of members of the board of 
directors of the chamber of commerce, 
and other interested persons, held at 
12:30 o’clock in the directors’ room 
of the Chamber of Commerce build- 
ing, Mr. Howard made an address 
in which he reaffirmed hig belief that 
the Muscle Shoals contract will be 
awarded to Henry Ford. 

“Ford is something more than an 
individual,” he said. “He is a human- 
itarian of the humanitarians. He 
does not care for money, he cares 
only for the welfare of the people, 
and in this carries out the precept of 
that sage of democracy, Thomas Jef- 
ferson, who stood for the ‘greatest 
good to the greatest number.’” 

Mr. Howard declared that the proj- 
ect is too great for human compre- 
hension, even by one who has been 
over the grounds and studied the de- 
tails with care, so immense is the 
pronosed engineering plan. 

One of his favorite ideas, he said, 
is to bring about a better understand- 
ing between the citizens of the dif- 
ferent states of the country. By send- 
ing students on a tour of the United 
States and publishing a full report 
from them of conditions existing in

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CRITICISING CONGRESS. 


The extent to which the repub- 
lican congress is being criticised 
these days, not only by democrats 
and democratic newspapers, but 
equally as severely by non-parti- 
sans, lay republicans of the rank 
and file, and by the republican 
press, is calculated to be anything 
but encouraging to the members 
of the house or senate intending 
to go before the people next fall 
for re-election. 

It is doubtful if ever before in 
the history of American politics 
there has been a congress against 
which criticism was so nearly 
unanimous as is the case in this 
instance. And the reason is obvi- 
ous, for, as The Boston Transcript 
—a dyed-in-the-wool, stand-pat re- 
publican in party faith—said in a 
recent editorial, with particular 
reference to the lower house— 

“It has broken more pledges, it 
has succumbed to more pernicious 

ropaganda, it has trespassed, in 
more directions upon the executive 
authority than has any one of its 
predecessors in twenty years.” 


The Transcript does not hesitate 
to warn congress that “the plain 
people are becoming aroused” and 
“are quite competent,” either in 
the primaries next summer or in 
the general elections next Novem- 
‘ber, to give us @ congress ‘“‘con- 
trolled by men who in matters of 
foreign policy and national defense 
put their country before their 
party.” 

In similar vein The St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat, another stalwart 
of the G. O. P. press, said of the 
senate, a few days ago: 


“The depth of legislative deprav- 
ity seems to have been reached 
again in the treaty fight. We say 
‘again’ advisedly, for that bottom 
has been touched before in the sen- 
ate on much the same question, and 
not so long ago that it has passed 
from common memory. There is a 
crippled man in Washington, now 
patriotically silent, who has been 
calumniated by so-called ‘irrecon- 
cilables’ of the senate—who it 
seems cannot be reconciled to leg- 
islative decency—even as the pres- 
ent administration is now being 
traduced.” 

The Philadelphia Public Ledger, 
republican, also “pays its respects” 
to congress in no uncertain terms, 
reminding it of the inevitable day 
of reckoning that is close at. hand. 

In a recent editorial The Public 
Ledger said that the republicans 


jn congréss’ are preparing to g0 


before the country on the record 
of the Harding administration after 
having done everything that con- 
gress could do “to thwart the main 
purpose of that administration;” 
and that congress “is yapping at 
his (the president’s) heels, casting 
injurious suspicions at him and his 
‘cabinet and snarling at the sim- 
plest or the most statesmanlike 
proposals.” 

The foregoing extracts are only 
typical of the sentiments being ex- 
pressed from day to day by re- 
publican newspapers in all parts of 
the country. 

It is reported that the president 
has definitely decided to “remain 
aloof from the senatorial and con- 
gressional campaigns this year;” 
and his decision is not surprising. 

He and his political advisers 
probably see the handwriting, and 
realize the futility of asking the 
country to approve such an utter 
failure as the present republican 
congress has been. 


Mayor Hylan deems it necessary 
to make daily denials of the story 
that he is a presidential candi- 
date, probably presuming that the 
country takes it seriously. 

“The -senate may yet come to un- 
derstand that the only way _ to 
avoid night work isto get down 
to business while it is called day.

THE LYNCHING EVIL. 

Rev. C. M. Ledbetter, a Method 
ist minister, of Hawkinsville, Ga., 
in a thoughtful discussion of lynch- 
ing, which we present elsewhere 
upon this page, takes the position 
that the only “cure” for that evil 
lies in the transformation of pub- 
lic opinion through education. 

The lynching evil, in the opinion 
of Mr. Ledbetter, presents a prob- 
lem that is neither sectional nor 
racial; but one that is general in 
its nature, and that concerns the 
whole country and all elements of 
society. 

It cannot be stamped out, he 
says, by criticism of those who 
condone or participate in it, on the 
one hand, or of the criminal acts 
or practices which occasion in- 
stances of the application of lynch 
law, on the other. 

The system which permits lynch- 
ing must be changed, he declares; 
but he takes the position that, as 
a requisite preliminary step to 
that end, “we must change public 
opinion till we thoroughly recog- 
nize the fact that it needs chang- 
ing.” 

The whole question of finding a 
solution to the lynch-law abate- 
ment problem, in the opinion of 
Mr. Ledbetter, resolves itself into 
the fundamental question of chang- 
ing public sentiment within both 
races, north, south, east and west. 

This he would do by process of 
education and propaganda, which 
he outlines in detail in his com- 
munication. 

Mr. Ledbetter is an able minister, 
a fine citizen and thinker along 
constructive moral, spiritual and 
intellectual lines. 

Regardless of whether or not the 
method he proposes is the only, or 
the most effective, means by which 
the country can eradicate the 
curse of lynching and free itself 
from the demoralizing influences 
of the mob spirit, whatever is said 
by a man of his character and 
standing merits sympathetic atten- 
tion and consideration from all cit- 
izens who have the common wel- 
fare at heart. 


MOTOR CAR STATISTICS. 

That the motor car is not only 
an institution that is “here to 
stay,” but is forging ahead in point 
of popularity regardless of whether 
times are “soft” or “hard,” is indi- 
cated by statistics recently made 
public by the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerct. 

These figures show that during 
1921 the number of cars in use in 
the United States increased by 
1,500,000 or fourteen and one-half 
per cent—and this despite the fact 
that automobile dealers every- 
where complained that 1921 was a 
“bad year” in their business. 

At the beginning of the current 
year there were, all told, 11,000,000 
motor vehicles in service in this 
country—the number, by the way, 
being approximately 83 per cent | 
of all of the motor vehicles in use 
in the world—and a still more en- 
couraging fact in this connection 
is that of the total number of cars 
in use in the United States, 3,000,- 
000 of them-are owned by farmers. 

“Truly,” as the New York Times 
suggests, “we are an automotive 
or an automobile people,” 

That the automobile has exertea 
a profound influence upon both 
farm life and city life in this coun- 
try, there can be no doubt; and it 
has been a wholesome,. beneficial 
influence. 

“AS a rule,” the Times avers, 
“automobility,” a noun that has 
not yet found its way into the dic- 
tionaries, but is suggested by our 
New York contemporary as being 
a word that is needed— — 
“implies higher individual 
better economic distribution and a 
potentially higher social state. If 
Russia, which has only 35,000 mo- 
tors for her 150 millions, and China 
with but 8,150 for her 400 millions, 


were more highly ‘motorized,’ such 


intensive famine conditions as have 
prevailed in those countries could 


hardly have persisted. Certain po- 


power, 


litical conditions would also not 


have been conceivable in a highly 
‘automotive’ state.” 

How many automobiles will be 
added this year to the number now 
in service can not, of course, be 
foretold; nor can any man say 
tow far beyond the present 11,- 
000,000 mark the country will pro- 
gress. But there is every indica- 
tion that the business has a long 
way to go before it reaches the 
limit of its possibilties. 

There is life, health, happiness 
and business economy in the au- 
tomobile; and the indications all 
point to the continued expansion 
and development of the automo- 
bile industry for many years to 
come.

TODAY’S TALK

OLIVER GOLDSMITH. 

Oliver Goldsmith was born Novem- 
ber 19, 1728. at the parsonage of 
Pallas, County of Longford, Ireland. 
His father was a minister, his mother 
the daughter of a minister. 

Oliver was the second born in a 
family oi five boys and three girls. 
His eurly life was spent on a farm. 
And to this environment he owed his 
love of nature, his simplicity of state- 
ment and his sincerity of soul. 

L can imagine all farmers having 
the heurt of a poet! 

In sehool, Goldsmith's teachers con- 
sidered him unusually. dull, But as 
the boy had an-imagination not ap- 
preciated by those who sought to 
teach him, he drank into his mind 
the characteristics of these teachers 


snd later wove them into his famous 
poems and stories. 

Goldsmith’s mother early believed 
that she had a genius in Oliver and 
so she saw to it that he was sent to 
college, Here he was careless and in- 
dolent in his studies but very popu- 
lar wich his associates. 

Golasmith was a failure at teach- 
ing, the law, medicine, in fact every- 
thing he attemuted—until he began to 
write At one period of his life he 
supported himself by playing’ the 
flute. and by taking part in the dis- 

utes or debates, at the universities. 
Je was a rambler and a wanderer. 

But as he progressed in his writ- 
ings, the name of Oliver Goldsmith 
grew in luster. He was invited into 
9 literary club in which were many 
famous folk, although he was so awk- 
ward and ungain'v that he felt great- 
iy out of place there. Here it was, 
however, that he met three of his 
staunchest admirers and supporters— 
)yr. Samuel Johnson, Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds «nd Burke. 

Goldsmith was short, sturdy and 
clumsy in figure. homely in face, yet 
with an unusual fascivation of man- 
ner that endeured him to all who 
really understood him. 

It was Dr. Johnson who once said 
of Goldsmith. “Let not his faults 
be remembered, he was a very good 
man.” And Washington Irving has 
commented: “Let them be remem- 
bered since their tendency is to en- 
dear him.” 

Prebaply the most noted of Gold- 
smiths writings are “The Deserted 
Village. ” “The Vicar of Wakefield,” 
“The Traveler.” and the famous play, 
“She Stoops to Conquer.” 

For purée beauty and grace of ex- 
pression there have been few poems 
ritten comparable to “The Deserted 
Villave.”. The heart of Goldsmith 
tipple: <hrough its entirety. And the 
thoug’t which we carry with us long- 
«st about Goldsmith 1s that beauty 
lives forever!

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Lynching---lts Cause and Cure

: 


Editor Constitution: The lyneh- 
ing subject has been dis- 
cussed by all classes of people in 
all. sectidns of the county in al 
sorts of ways. Indeed, it may be 
said of it as it was said of the wo- 


man in the Bible who came to be. 


cured of an incurable disease, “It 
has suffered many things of many 
physicians and is nothing bettered.” 
It might be thought by some that 
the last word has been said on this 
subject. But I for one, do not think 
so. It is verily true that most of 
what has been said in the papers 
and on the stump has done as much 
harm as good, if not more. To say 
the least that can be said there 
has been no preceptible improve- 
ment and the disease is progress- 
ing. For one to take any other side 
is to stamp him as @ wrong-think- 
ing man. I believe that everything 
that ought to be, can be. If this 
thing can be stopped there is a 
way to go about it, and it is the 
task of the present generation to 
find out the why of the breakdown 
of this part of our civilizatipn. 


At the outset of this discussion let 
us see if we can ascertain what are 


some of the radical defects in the 
past discussion. In the first place, 
I would point out the fact that it 
has been discussed almost entirely 
as a sectional, a racial, or a politi- 
cal issue. Primrily, it is neither, and 
we can never get anywhere _ dis- 
cussing it as either of the ree. 
Economic questions can be settled 
as political issues, but we settled 
the slavery question as a political 
issue and it proved a very costly 
project in blood and money. We 
tried to settle the prohibition issue 
in a political Way and many good 
prohibitionist joined the prohibition 
party, but the friends of prohibtion 
soon realized that this would not 
do. When the Anti-Saloon league 
was organized as a non-partisan, 
non-denominational organization 
and flat-footedly refused to be 
drawn into any political party it 
showed ‘great wisdom; whether you 
believe in prohibition or do not. 


Not Race Question. 
Now, very many of the northern 
papers have persisted in making 


the lynching question purely as a 
political, sectional, or racial -issye, 
and every word they have said 
along this line has only compli- 
cated matters. Most of the negro 
papers and preachers have dis- 
cussed it as a race question, en- 
tirely, and they have made it 
worse every time they touched it, 
Most of the white people from the 
south have discussed it as a racial 
question, and they have muffed it 
up every time they have touched it 
in this way. I admit that political, 
racial, 
volved; but we can mever get an 

where looking at it and discussing 
it as such. The main features are 
moral and religious, and much 
more national than sectional, racial, 
or political. The north, in discuss- 
ing the. subject,. has abused the 
whites of the south far more for 
lynching criminals than they have 
censured the negroes for the crimes 
that furnished excuse for lynching. 

Do wot let anyone think for a 
moment that I would entertain the 
opinion that any crime furnishes 
any sort of justification for lynch- 
ing. There has never beeh a crime 
since Cain killed Abel that would 
justify it. I have used the expres- 
sion “furnished the excuse for 
lynching” simply because people 
use the crime of rape aS an excuse 
for lynching. 

The negro papers and preachers 
have censured the white man a 
great deal more for lynching the 
negro rapist than they have cene 
sured the rapist. Then, the white 
man has retaliated by abusing the 
negro rapist so severely he has 
seemed to excuse lynching, 

Let the northern papers and the 
negro papers and preachers spend 
more time discussing and censure 
ing the‘criminals that furnish ex- 
cuse for lynching and the southern 
man spend more time in trying to 
get the white man to see the awful 
sin of lynching and we will make 
more progress. 

Abuse VS, Criticism, 

I might also add here that neither 
side abusing the other is calculated 
to get uk anywhere. There is quite 
a difference between abuse and 
criticism. A real criticism is non- 
personal and impassionate, while 
abuse is noncritical and so full of 
Passion as to blur the vision. I 
have seen very little criticism on 
the subject, but a superabundance 
of abuse. When any of us abuses 
the other party we simply make 
the other party mad and he begins 
to abuse back, and soon each side 
is abusing the other and excusing 
all the faults on his own side. 

I say that the question of lynch- 
ing is not a sectional question, but 


a national one. And yet I am 
bound:to admit as a southern man 
that there is more lynching in the 
south than in the north, but it is 
but just to state that the provoca- 
tions in the south are much great- 
er than in he north. With the 
same provocations in the north aé 
in the south, there would be just 
as much lynching there, and there 
is too much up there now, but 
that does not excuse us in the 
south. 

I ameaware there is more illitera- 
cy in the south than in the north, 


but that is not involved as much 
as the average man would think. 
The illiterate man is not the only 
man who engages in*lynching. The 
most of the  illiterates indorse 
lynching for certain causes, I will 
admit. But there is a large’ class 
of literates who will defend lynch- 
ing and engage in it. This class 
is mostly of the “peanut” politician 
variety, Who exploit the passions 
of the people and fans them into 
a flame for political purpose, and 
to the shame of our country be 
it s@id some of these men are in 
high places. The illiterates and 
the semiliterates are easily used by 
this class of politician. 

To advance a step, I wish to state 
onother fact—which is a true fact, 


though a large majority of our 
southern people hate to admit it 
and I hate to admit it—but IL must 
keep béfore me the fact so weéll] 
stated by Isaiah, “He that cover- 
eth his sin shall not prosper.” 
Now, this regrettable fact is sim- 
ply this: More than half of our 
people excuse or indorse lynching, 
most of them will not admit it 
when stated baldly as I have stated 
it, but it is the everlasting truth. 
AS long ag this is a fact*we can 
never punish the lynchers. I am 
fully aware that most all of our 
newspapers, nearly all of our 
lawyers and preachers, will de- 
nounce lynching for any and every 
offense, but I know that a major- 
ity of our men will either indorse 
or excuse lynching under certain 
circumstances, and when one jn- 
dorses or excuses it for one of- 
fense he has let down the bars and 
indorsed or excused the thing. 

And we must admit that no fence 
is higher than its lowest place and 
no chain is stronger than its weak- 
est link. If this thing were not 
true, as I have stated, we could 
punish some lynchers. Many men 
do not hesitate to swear to a lie 
to defend the nchers, while many 
more are afraid to tell the truth 
for fear of retaliatory measures by 
the lynchers and sympathizers. I 
have known men to go on the stand 
and swear they did not recognize 
any of the lynchers when positive- 
ly I know they did recognize them. 

The Way Out, 

But is there a way out of this 

terrible condition? Yes: but we 


must change public opinion till we 
thoroughly recognize the fact it 
needs changing. Look the facts 
squarely in the face and don’t 
abuse the man who states them. 
The way most of us are doing is 
simply to abuse the fellow who 
states the focts when they are un- 
pleasant. 


But to the task of changing pub- 
lic opinion. We all must recognize 


that this must be done if we stop 
the evils complainéd of. Can it be 
fone? I think it can. 
to take time, thought.

was well spent. I went over one 
whole county and helped the hoek- 
worm doctor, and even went so far 
as to make speeches on it] I re- 
member in one little section where 
one whole family of nine members 
was on the charities of the people, 
and not a single one of the family 
could work enough to support him- 
«elf, and in three or four weeks 
everyone was self-sustaining and 
could work all the time. No one 
knows the good that came of this 
money except those who interested 
themselves in the work. Now, if 
sonte rich man would invest some 
money in this work and go about 
it in a determined and systematic 
way, public opinion can be 
changed in ten or fifteen years 
there will hardly be a case of lynch- 
ing in the country. Has anyone 
thought a plan? [ have thought 
out a plan that will work. ; 


How would*®I go about it? I 
would go about it like it vas done 


in eradicating the tick, only I 
would take the state as a unit 
rather than the county. I would 
Start in my own state, Georgia, as 
Georgia has been heading the list 
in lynching for some years. I 
would appoint at the head of this 
bureau’ a southern man. I would 
put in his hands a sufficient sum 
of money to carry on this work. I 
would instruct him to go to every 
White college and university in the 
state and offer about three prizes 
for the first, second and best 
essay or speech on the prevention 
and cure of lynching. These 
speeches and essays should be de- 
livered before ‘public audiences, 
copies furnished the local newspa- 
pers; and also furnished this bu- 
I would pick out two hun- 
leading high schools in the 
and have prizes offered in 
these schools for the same kind of 
work. ‘Then I would pick out some 
of the best of these speeches and 
essays, have them printed in book 
form, furnish them to every paper 
in the state, every preacher in the 
state, every library in the state. 


In this way we would soon create 
a first-class literature on this sub- 


ject. These essays and _ speeches 
would engage the brains of from 
three to five thousand of the best 
young minds of the state, whoSe 
minds are yet open for the forma- 
tion of correct opinion. In the 
minds of these there would be de- 
veloped sueh a conscience as would 
touch the whole state. In all this 
reading and writing the question 
would be studied in an abstract 
way—and not with referenée to 
any particular case. Is that the 
end? No. Each of the writers 
have, from twenty to fifty relatives 
and friends who would become in- 
terested and take sides with those 
who write—then from 100,000 to 
250,000 people would naturally take 
the right side of the question. Then 
Ahink of the many thousands who 
would read parts of this discussion, 
at least, in the newspapers, and you 
begin to get some conception of the 
real outcome of this project. 

Is there anything else? Yes. IT 
would go to every negro schoo! of 
any importance and offer prizes 
for the best essays and speeches on 
the questions: What can the negro 
do to stop lynching, and what can 
the negro do to bring about per- 
fect co-operation betaveen ‘the 
whites and’ blacks in working out 
our problem 

The Result. 

Then it’can be easily understood 
how in all the discussions the vety 
best ideas would come to the sur- 


face, There would come out of 
this the fact that the negro who 
tries to take revenge on the white 
people for somehing the negro has 
suffered by the white people hurts 
his oWn race.more than it hurts 
the white man. Then the white 
man would come to realize that 
whenever he oppresses the negro 
he hurts his own race far more 
than he hufts the negro race. That 
old heathen slav&é pictetus, said 
a great thing once when he said: 
“I am never a great sufferer ex- 
cept by my own faults.”” So it is 
true that no race is ever a great 
sufferer except from itself. . The 
reaction on the negro race of the 
negro’s crime against the whites 
is tremendous, and the reaction ot 


the white. man’s mistreatment of. 


the negro is of greater moment and 
injury to the white man that it-is 
to the negro. These fundanenal 
principles must be burned into the 
conscience of the people until they 
are not only seen but realized. 


An error can be put into the lit- 
erature of the nation and read and 


reread by the people until it gets 
into the very life-blood and  be- 
comes a part of them. Whole na- 
tions have become corrupted in this 
way. The philosophy of the Ger- 
Mans, as false as it was, was 
taught in the schools and read in 
their papers and even preached in 
their pulpits, until the whole na- 
tion Was permeated with the poi- 
son. The defeat on the battlefield 
did no get it out; it will take al- 
most a generation to do it. fIf 
error can get into people this way, 
how much more can the _ truth? 
The plan here indicated can be 
followed, expanded, enlarged until 
it percolates into every hamlet: and 
village, and mine, and the errors 
of the whites and blacks on this 
subject of lawlessness can be erad- 
icated. . 


The plan here indicated {s prac- 
tical and can be worked out so that 


in ten or fifteen years lynchings 
and the crimes that cause lynch- 
ing can be practically stopped. If 
some big rich man in the north or 
south or a combination of them 
will start a bureau on this line it 
would do a greaf*good. The man 
who is at the head of this bureau 
should be required to keen busy 
gathering data and following up 
this wWOrk at all times. He should 
visit schools indicated, talk with 
professors and students, and  ad- 
dress gatherings and courts, and 
in a general way get in touch with 
the newspapers of the country. I 
believe almost every first-class 
newspaper in the land would co- 
operate with this kind of a plan, 
and we would lift public opinion 
so high it would not tolerate lyvnch- 
ing or the crimes that excuse it.

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| Why Not Quarantine? 


Kiditor Constitution: The city 
laws require that persons suffering 
from certain contagious diseases 
must be quarantined, and warning 
signs placed upon their doors. As 
to -other diseases no such regula- 
tion exists, thus permitting per- 
sons having influenza, whooping 
cough, tuberculosis, etc., to mingle 
indiscriminately with other people; 
to expectorate on the streets, and to 
spread the disease without let or 
hindrance. 

My little daughter and a number 
of her classmates have recently 
been confined with influenza, due to 
the fact that another child in their 
room went to school and coughed 
over them. I am informed that there 
are twenty-one cases of whooping 
cough in one room at one of the 
public schools. In my own neigh- 
borhood there is a family of three 
children with the whooping cough 
who are permitted to play in the 
streets, go into nearby stores, and 
come into contact with “other chil- 
dren who have no means of know- 
ing the danger to which they are 
exposed. I realize that it may be 
desirable for these children to have 
all the fresh air possible. but if so 
they should be required to stay on 
their own premises, or, as is done 
in some cities, wear an arm-band or 
other distinguishing mark which 
would warn other people of their 
condition. 

It seems tO Me that there is a 
great need for strengthening our 
present laws for preventing the 
spread of disease, and I feel quite 
sure that this will be done if 
to the attention of the 
authorities.

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Louisiana Farmer Says 
Boll Weevil Control 
Depends on Dry Weather 


Editor Constitution: 1 have read 
so much about the fight:on the boll 
weevil in your paper. Let me add 
a few words. 

We have had the weevil fifteen 
years or more and we have found 
out the only thing that will check 
it so we can make cotton is hot sun 
and dry weather, 

The earlier cotton is planted the 
slower it makes and the sooner the 
weevil gets something to eat the 
better & pe she is in to deposit 
eggs. so she starts her brood early 
before the sun is hot enough to 
kill the grub in the square and by 
the time it is hot has help and the 
ground is shaded then. 

With just a little rain the crop 
is lost. If cotton be planted about 
the middle of planting season or 
late and pushed ,avrward by means 
of fertilizer and fast cultivation, it 
will do what it is going to do in a 
short time, and if it rains much that 
will be very Wittle, regardless to the 
amount of poison or any other pat- 
ent device you apply to him. He is 
a wise and industrious little foe. 
He is beyond man’s control; he 
came here for a purpose, and will 
accomplish it regardless of mans 
resistance. 

I feel sorry for the man or men 
who think they will make a cotton 
crop in spite of the weevil and 
spend good money for bad, provided 
it is a wet season. 

Of course, we farmers have got to 
try to make some cotton, but we 
had better be careful how much 
we spend on it and be sure to raise 
a living at home. 

No farmer can live and stay out 
of debt raising one thing in our 
country. 

The weevil is now crawling out 
here looking for cotton, and I am 
told by reliable men that there is 
more than for several years. 

T hope every person who reads 
this will watch and remember what 
I say—that if there is sunshine and 
dry weather they can raise some 
cotton, but if there is a wet season 
regardless to what you do to fight 
the bug, you ‘will make no cotton 
comparatively speaking. fe

Washington, April 3—(By Oonsti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Federal aid for 
construction of highways in Georgia 
during 1923 and 1924 will not be ma- 
terially lessened under a bill reported 
to the house today by the committee 
on roads. 

The bill as reported provides a two- 
year program of sixty-five million and 
seventy-five million, respectively, for 
_the years named. Under the present 
appropriation, a fund of seventy-five 
million dollars is provided for federal 
aid in the improvement of the coun- 
try’s highways. ; 

Judge W. W. Larsen, of Georgia, 
who is a member of the house com- 
mittee, stated that an attempt was 
made to have the bill provide a larger 
sum, insomuch as widespread protest 
has been received against a reduction 
in the fiscal program on the grounds 
that such a decrease would interfere 
with various state plans for raising 
corresponding amounts for construc- 
tion purposes, as is required in the 
legislation. 

In Georgia, it is said, members of 
the highway commission' have made 
arrangements for using the state’s full 
quota on the present appropriation, 
with a campaign on to increase the 
amount to a point whereby the state 
would be able to obtain total allot- 
ments under a one hundred and fifty 
million government sum. In this re- 
spect, the state will be deprived of 
further federal aid. 

Judge Larsen stated’ that only 
through the support of insurgent re- 
publican members of the committee 
were the democrats able to put over a

Money Increased 


Over H ouse Bill 


Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 

Washington, April 3.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—An increase in 
appropriation over the house bill, is 
carried in the agricultural appropria- 
tion bill, recommended by the senate 
committee today to care for the de- 
velopment of pecan nut culture at an 
‘experiment station inv line with the 
proposal of Senator Harris, of Geor- 


| gia, who is a member of the senate 


committee handling the legislation. 
The house provided $20,000 for in- 
vestigation of several kinds of nuts, 
and the senate committee adds $5,000 
of which about $12,000 will be used 
by the bureau of plant industry for 
the pecan investigation. Senator Har- 
ris will urge that the experimental 
work be made in Georgia. 

An increase from $10,000 to $20,- 
000 is recommended in the bill for 
the investigation and development of 
methods of the manufacture of table 
sirup and of methods for the manu- 
facture of swéet sirups by the utiliza- 
tion of the new agricultural sources. 
Senator Harris, who supported the in- 
crease, said the bureau of chemistry 
planned to experiment on the use of 
sorghum and sugar canes for making 
table sirup and sugar, with special 
reference to lessening the difficulties 
of fermentation. The bureau will also 
continue to work on the experiment 
of making sirup from sweet potatoes, 
which was developed at a station at 
Fitzgerald, Ga. Representative Crisp, 
of Georgia, offered the bill in the 
house two years ago to start the 
sweet potato experiments, 

The funds for fightingthe peach 
pests are continued, and appropria- 
tions made for further tobacco experl- 
ments. The committee declined to 
recommend further appropriations for 
purchase of forest lards under the 
Weeks law, although Senator Har- 
ris and Senator Overman urged a con- 
tinuance. Funds to fight hog cholera 
are provided in the bill. 

An increase of $10,000 is récom- 
mended in the bureau of soils in mak- 
ing soil surveys. | 

The committee recommends an in- 
crease of $47,000 in funds for the 
bureau of estimates to help in the 
gathering of statistics on the various 
crops, including cotton. Senator Har- 
ris said that the bureau had been 
handicapped by shortage of funds 
which hurt the estimates. Live stock 
is added to the estimates to be made. 

The bill is expgcted to be called up 
for considerat in the senate with- 
in a short time.

Senate . Committee 
Okays Extending 


Immigration Law 


Constitution® Bureau. 
Kaleigh Hotel. 


Washington, April 3.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.) —The senate im- 
migration committee this afternoon 
decided to report favorably to the 
senate a bill extending the present 3 
per cent quota immigration law for 
two years. This action was. taken 
on motion of Senator Harris, of Geor- 
gia, and would make the present law 
effective: until June 30, 1924. 

The first amendment proposed by 
Senator Harris would have stopped 
all immigration for five years, but 
this was voted down. Another amend- 
ment offered by the Georgia senator 
would have forced all immigrants to 
come to the United States on Ameri- 
can ships. This was deefated by the 
committee. 

For some time Senator Harris has 
been urging the extension of the law 
for at least two years if he could not 
secure a total suspension for five 
years. He said that if the law was 
extended for only one year it would 
mean that the act would expire when 
congress was not in -session, unless 
they were called in extra session after

Giants’ Pitching Staff 
Weak—Pittsburg Takes 
the Lead, With St. Louis 
a Close Second. 


BY HUGH FULLERTON. 

Here is the wildest mess of dope I 
have run across in the study of ball 
players in many years. One's precon- 
ceived notions of the strength of the 
National league pitching staffs get a 
rude jolt when the figures are anal- 
yzed and reduced to their final mean- 
ing. 

Pittsburg assumes the lead, but the 
difference in strength between the first 
four clubs is sv slight that the sud- 
den return to form of one player who 
has shown signs of going back, or the 
unexpected development of some 
youngster, would change the entire 
thing. 

Pittsburg figures best, yet on pitch- 
ing strength St. Louis, a team which 
we have fallen into the-habit of re- 
garding as a weak sister in the pitch- 
ing department, leads in defensive 
strength, and the Pirates hold the 
slight advantage merely because their 
pitching staff possesses a bit more at- 
tacking power. Then there are the 
Cincinnati Reds, ranking down next to 
last in actual pitching and defensive 
work, leading all the others in attack- 
ing power, leading even Brooklyn, 
which, offhand, I would have selected 
as an easy first. 


PITCHERS FAIL, 
AS USUAL, TO HIT. 


The attacking power of pitchers is, 
as usual, extremely low, and any team 
with pitchers who can help out at bat 
or on the bases, such as Ruether or 
Grimes or Sherry Smith, has a larger 
gain than its actual figures indicate, 
as they prevent breaking up of batting 
rallies. 3 

The strength of Brooklyn is great 
There was a time during the analysis 
of the figures that it seemed as if the 
Dodger twirling staff would lead them 
all. Their hitting power, which seem- 
ed great, failed to stand up when 
studied, although Mitchell, Grimes and 
Sherry Smith all can help out. 

There is some hope that Brooklyn 
may show improvement before the sea- 
son starts, by altering the batting or- 
der to get the proper hitting values, 
and there is a strong chance that the 
pitching itself may figure up to the 
top strength of the stars. The handi- 
cap of bad catching still works against 
the Dodgers’ pitching staff. 

Boston, a team which we came to 
consider weak and almost hopeless in 
pitching, figures ahead of the Giants. 
Mitchell has managed to get remark- 
able results from a bunch of pitchers 
who were :not considered much. In 
fact, with a crowd of castoffs, Mitchell 
had the most consistent pitching of 
any team in the National during more 
than half of last year’s race. He knows 
how to coach and direct pitchers, and 
how to get the best results. Besides 
which he is a great student of pitch- 
ing, and knows better in many cases 
when a pitcher is good than the pitch- 
er himself does.

The Giant pitching staff is, with 
the exeeption of its catching force, the 
weak spot in the team. Yet in study- 
ing the Giants we find a condition 
which must not be overlooked. Here 
is Shea, who promises to be one of the 
best pitehers in the league, a boy with 
a nice motion, a great slow bali and 
surprising speed when he cuts in. He 
pitches faster than it seems he does. 
Besides he has the guts, wants to learn 
and can obey orders. He will take a 
chance. We cannot, of course, dope 
him on past performances, but in fu- 
tures he stacks up well.

Like Mitchell, 
Moran is a manager who gets a great 
deal of good work out of men who rate 
near mediocrity. The best he can hope 
for ts to attain consistency. If hecan 
get steady pitching, even if it is just 
mediocre, he can use the hitting power 
of the outfield effectively. The task 
of pitching for the Reds is not going 
to be a happy one. The Phils are bad, 
with the exception of one man, and the 
staff itself is the weakest and most 
uncertain in the _ circuit. Besides 
which, it is discouraging to attempt to 
pitch for an outfit like that. 

The Phils look bad any way one 
mav examine them, and the pitching 
staff is not to be relied upon to carry 
a weak team. 

MANY CHANGES 
POSSIBLE. 

One is compelled to analyze these 

pitching staffs closely because there 


are sO many possibilities of changes. 
Take the Pirates, for instance; if 
Adams or Hamilton, both aging, 
breaks—down go the Pirates. If the 
Giants come on with two new young- 
sters to bolster a short-handed and 
wabbly staff, up they go. If Doak 
works up to his top standard and St. 
Louis gets one capable youngster (and 
seems to have two), the Cards become 
top-notchers. In fact, all the Cards 
need is consistency and management, 
anyhow. 

In the next article we will tackle 
the analytical’ work on the various 
teams. We will study the leading 
clubs, then the second division clubs, 
the youngsters who are coming on, 
then the old fellows who are ‘slipping. 

After studying every detail of the 
‘teams, we will adjust the figures to 
what has been shown this spring in 
training—largely taking the word of 
managers and experts for the new 
strengths or weaknesses that have 
been shown and get down to the real
